Early Indications Point to Host Successful Winter 
Meetings Ever Held in Crescent City. 



GOOD FIELD FOR THE LOUISVILLE CUP KING GEORGE’S STABLE AND STUD 

Be Frank, Exterminator and Cudgel Expected from England’s Buler in Poor Bacing Luck — His Breeding 



NEW ORLEANS. La., October ’J8.— All early 
indications point to tbc greatest winter season of 
racing ever held in this city. 'The Kentuckians 
uro coming down to reap the harvest for which 
they has-e been resting up mid iwiiiting their stables; 
the easterners are eoiniiig down to see the ”hard- 
boots” do not get it all. 

New Orleans will be the melting pot and, as this 
will be t'ae first year when the biggest stables 
are going to forget their suspicions that winter 
racing injures their horses, stars of tlie turf sliould 
bo plentiful, and good joekeys to ride them should 
be even more )>leutiful. 

The contention that winter racing dulled two- 
year-olds and other liorses never was more con- 
vincingly disproved than during this year. Racing 
under the worst conditions imaginable down here 
all winter, thoroughbreds left local trucks and 
went east and west and more than lield their own. 

Reports both from the east and west bring 
news that the owners and trainers no longer fear 
winter racing. 'They are cumiiig down strong. They 
reuUxe the weather cannot be any worse this year 
than it was last, and there is every reason to 
hope for better. 

At any rate, aeeommmlations at both local tracks 
are so far alicud of what they were lust year 
that it is going to take au awful s]M' 11 of weather 
to make things uncomfortable for Uorses and horse- 
men. 

The Fair Crouiids jdant is nearing completion, and 
when turned over l>y the coiitrui'tors will be one 
of the finest raeiug I'ourses in tlie country. 'The 
track Itself is finished and in another month should 
develop more spei-d than it ever had. 'The Jefferson 
Park plant is prai-tleally ready for tlie meeting 
which oiicns ’there Thanksgiving da.v. 

Hundreds of thoroughbreds are on the scene, and 
with tlie closing of the New York season last Sat- 
urday mid with the end of Keiituck.v racing oiily 
11 few ilu.vs distant, the local colony will lie greatly 
augmented within the next ten days or so. 



ASTONISHING SELLING RACE “RAISES” 

There lias been much action out of English selling 
races this season. Horses are scarce tuere ami 
money plentiful— for likely winners. At Windsor 
Horatio Bottomley's Hard Bake, by Kir Martin- 
Almond Bock, won a .$1,125 selling race and was 
entered at $2.'i0. Bottomley, who is a contentious 
politician of stormy action, had to i>ay $7,509 to 
retain Hard Bake. At Newmarket a month later 
his idyl, by Fairy King — Nedda. was in another 
selling race at $l.WKi mid won it. Bottomley liad 
to bid $*>.250 to keeji Idyl. At the same meeting 
Kir William Cooke eutenal liLs Radiiun — Estelhi 
••olt in a selling race at $.5«0. The colt won and 
liud to be bought iu at $fl.7ii0. Siieli ”raist*s” never 
occur in tliis country. In England tliey are re- 
garded as part of the day’s raeiug doings, and no

LOUISVILLE, Ky., October 28. — With better luck 
as regards weather and track conditions Churchill 
Downs may reasonably hoite for better results as 
regards a field for the renewal on November 1 
of tlie Louisville Cup than Latonia had for tlie 
renewal of the Latonia Cup. 'The Latonia Cup, 
because of the almost unprecedentedly heavy 
condition of the track, drew a field of only 
four horses — Exterminator, Be Frank. Legal 

mid Kiiigozi. The I..ouisville Cup, which will 
be .1 $5.(K)0 added race at two miles, has lieen a 
Kentucky autumn feature since 1913. when it was 
run at Ilouglas I’ark for the first time and won 
by Clubs, with Melton Street second and Manager 
.Mack third. It has since been won by Great Britain, 
the best horse, probably. The Commoner sent to the 
races in tlie course of liis long term of stud service 
iu ’Tcmicssee and a long distance runner that 
distinguished himself iu Canada as well as in the 
United States; Hodge, unotlier product of Tennessee’s 
fast declining thoroughbred breeding industry; Star 
Hawk, a foreign- bred sou of Sunstar and a I.iaw- 
renee Realization Stakioj winner; Embroidery, the 
liost Long distmiec running mure that has come 
out of Virginia in a dec.ade, and K1 Rey. 

It is not Improbahle that this year’s renewal of 
the l.oiiisville (’hi> will attract Cornelius M. Gar- 
rison’s Be F'rank, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Extermi- 
nator, J. W. I’arrish’s Midwa.v, J. S. Hawkins’ 
Stoekwell, Jame.s W. MeClelland’s Sailor. Commander 
.1 . K. L. Ross’ Cudgel, Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Vexatious and Williams Brothers’ Legal. There is 
a iKissibility that one or two others may get to the 
post. 'These horses, however, represent the best of 
the (’nil ellgiblcs ready for the colors. 

However, for a race that is run so late in tlie 
year tho Cup bids fair to do astonishingly well. First 
and foremost among the prospective starters in the 
public estimation just now is Be Frank, the hero of 
the Latonia (;up. When lie defeated Exterminator 
in the laitonia Cup Be Frank demonstrated that he 
was a horse of the liighest stamina. He riicetl with 
Exterminator, a capital mudlark, through tlie heavi- 
est going ever, and liiid Uie great McGee gelding 
at ills mercy throughout the last three-quarter> 
of a mile. It is clear that Be Frank has recovered 
the form that enabled him to win the I^atoulu Derby 
in .Iiiue in a good class field, although it seemed 
in July, and a.s late as September, when the liorses 
were racing at Havre de Grace, that the big bJiy 
gelding had gone off hopelessly. Be Frank is rated 
now the stoutest long distance running three-yoar- 
old in the west, and tlie west feels that it owns him 
In spite of his allegiance to the racing establishment 
of Cornelius M. Garrison, a broker of Now Y’ork 
City, liecaiise he has scored his greatest triumphs 
on the soil of Kentucky. Be Frank is Kentucky - 
bred, by the way. He wa.s sired by Sir .Tolin John- 
son while that great son of Isldor and I>a 'J'osca II. 
was standing temiHirarily at the Hamburg Place 
stud in Fayette County. Moreover, Be Frank is 
ilescended in the female line from the celebrated 
Maggie B. B., which sent Iroquois to England to 
win the Epsom Derby of 1881 and founded in tiie 
Blue Grass State tlie stoutest family of which 
the American Stud Book boasts. 

SURE EXTEBMINATOB WILL START. 

Tliere was some talk last week of Exterminator’s 
not returning to Kcntuck.v for the Louisville Cup. 
but it is dofinitel.v uiulerstood now that tlie son 
of McGee and Proud Duchess will make anotiier trip 
wivit to start in this race. E.\ terminator lias done 
hrilliantly tliis .vear. Beaten in tiie $10,000 Ken- 
tueky Handicap last spring by Midway and Beaver- 
kill beeau.se he was asked to make impossible con- 
cessions in weight to those capable long di.stance 
runners, the rangy McGee gelding went to Saratoga 
in August and shouldered 12t> pounds to Purchase’s 
116 and trimmed that brilliant three-year-old in the 
Saratoga Cup. Moreover, in the running of the 
Cup Exteniiinatgr equaled the Saratoga record for 
one mile and three-quarters — 2:.'i8 — a record that 
had stfKid since 1903, in spite of the fact that the 
going was heavy. 

Midwa.v, hero of the Kentucky Handicap of last 
spring, was not ready for a bruising effort on a 
heavy track in the Laitoiiia Cup last Saturday, and 
he was scratched to wait for the Louisville Cup. 
The backwardness of Midway, wliich is a Ken- 
tucky-bred son of Ballot and Thirty -third, and t. 
long distance runner of pronounced ability, was due 
to an accident. In a race at Latonia in June one 
of his feet was injured by the plate of another 
horse. This necessitated his remaining quiet througli 
the summer. But he had plenty of work before 
.1. S. AVard brought him from I^aiirel to Latonia. and 
he would have started in the Cup against Be Frank 
and Exterminator if the going had lieen fast. Mr. 
Ward does not anticipate difficulty in getting a 
first-rate finish on his itreparation for the Louisville 
Cup. 

(^udgel will probably come west for the Louisville 
Cup. Cudgel is an unusual Broomstick in that he 
will not extend himself freely on a slow or cuppy 
track, and Commander Ross and his trainer. H. G. 
Bcdwell, believe that lie will like the ('hurchill 
llowns course better even than he will like the Pim- 
lico track. Trouble and expense are notliing to 
Commander Ross when there is a chance that one 
of his horses may win a race that will enhance his 
reputation and bring fame to the stable. And In- 
iismiich as Cudgel is intended for service at tlie Ross 
iHirser.v — Yarrow Brae — in Howard County, Mary- 
land. the Canadian turfman is anxious to have liini 
will as many long distance races as possible tliis 
year and next. Cudgel lias not, so far, won a race 
at a greater distance than one mile and a quarter.

Trainer Rowe’s idea o'f 
this brilliant two-ycar-old, wliich until the suc- 
cesses of On Wateli in the Capital and Manor 
Handicap at Laurel Park and the Queen City Han- 
dicap at I.sitonia was considered the best twb-year- 
old colt racing in Maryland, was Indicated at laurel 
last week wlien lie placed a prohibitive price on 
John P. Grier to a sjiortsnian in search of a liigh- 
class three-year-old prospect. Rowe declares that 
he believes John P. Grier to be as good ,n colt us 
-Man o’ War, and predicts tliat tlie son of Whisk

Thousands at Churchiil Downs as 

Guests of the Day.

George Starr Runs Away with the 
Main Race — Only Two 
Winning Favorites. 



LOUISVILLE, K.V.. October ’28. — With thousands 
of soldiers present from Camii 'Taylor, guests of the 
Keuturk.v Jockey Club this afternoon, Churchill 
Downs presented a truly luilitar.v spectacle, and the 
men from the “Fighting First” divided interest 
wltli the sport to the big throng of racegoers. 
The men <-omi»osing “Pershing’s Own,” who are 
making Camp Taylor their permanent liome now. 
reached tho course in marching order and found 
vantage imints wherever the'- minded, excepting 
in the cluhhoiise. which, however, was open to the 
officers. Decorations were as plentiful as the tips 
tlie soldiers were recipients of, and nearly every 
wearer of Uncle Sam’s uniform was distinguislied b.v 
some badge that he earned during the late war by 
some eonspieuous act of gallantry. The soldiers, 
as well as the numerous civilians, took keen in- 
terest in tlie sport and attending incidents. 

The weather was of tho host antuniii order, the 
crispness of the air Ix'iiig just hraeing euoiigh to 
make top wraps comfortahle. 'The track had dried 
eonshlerably, but was still dull and fast time 
lacking. 

The Pershing Handicap at three-quarters of a mile 
featured the eanl. and it brought with it the stel- 
lar iiieideiit of the afternoon’s racing, as well as 
the only jarring one. Jix-key T. Murra.v was again 
in tho limelight through his faulty management 
of Col. Ta.vlor, an oiit.stand!ng favorite and bucked 
with confidence. Murray had Col. Taylor off well 
md raced forwardly for an eighth, when he began 
restraining tactics and at one point stoixl perfectly 
upright in the stirrups in his efforts to take the 
horse hack. He succeeded so well in the first 
thrce-eightlis that George Starr was able to race 
into an undisputed lend and be ultimately won by 
as big a margin as his rider pleased. Col. Taylor, 
wlien freed from the hard restraint, loomed up in 
the stretch, hut after a brief ehnllenge the colt tireil 
fast iu tlie last eighth and landed a distant Inst 
in the field of six. 

Stewani Price immediately interrogated the rider 
and minced no words in informing him that he had 
ridden a "sloppy” race. The jockey gave as his 
reason that the horse was unmanageable. 

In contrast to his disapiiointing effort on Col. 
Taylor was Murray’s good ride on Apple Jack II. 
in the opening race and on Marse John in the 
fourtli, both of wliich won in good style as a result 
of his able jockeyship. 

Todii.v’s racing brought about many upsets and 
favorites were unsuccessful in all the races excejit- 
ing the second and sixth, won respectively by Ruby, 
the shortest -priced favorite of the afternoon, and 
Lothair, carrying the colors of T. P. Hayes. Both 
were best and won easily enough. 

The downfall of choices came with the opening 
race in which Apple Jack II. beat Lady Luxury and 
Bon Tromp, the latter being the favored one, 
mostly due to the weight of support he received 
from C. F. Clark, who is here with a party from 
California. 

■\Vendy. carrying H. P. Whitney’s colors, was a 
surprise in the third race. She Just got up in the 
last strides to outstay the supposed good thing. 
Valley Park Maid. 

Neppcrlian was the expected good thing in the 
third race, but the best he could do was to land 
in third place, Marse John winning from Trusty. 

George Starr in.ade a runaway victory of the han- 
dicap and Twin just succeeded in outstaying Top 
Coat for second place.
